Apollo and Gemini Astronaut , Captain John W. Young, will be an 
honored guest at the 1971 Lompoc Flow er Festival this weekend. 
Capt. Young was command module pilot on the Apollo 10 mission in 
1969 and has just been named commander of the Apollo 16 moon 
mission. The next moon mission is Apollo 15. scheduled July 25. 
Navy Capt. Young will attend many of the Festival activities, 
including the floral float parade Saturday morning at 10 He will be the 
special guest of Mayor Art Scott. 
Young has piloted two space flights since being selected an 
astronaut by NASA in 1962. He was pilot of the first manned Gemini 
flight. Gemini III, March 23, 1965, with Astronaut Virgil I. Grissom as 
command pilot. It was a three-oribt mission, during which the crew 
accomplished the first trajectory modifications. 
Then, on July 18, 1966, Young teamed with Michael Collins in the 
Gemini 10 flight to carry out a dual rendezvous and docking with two 
Agena target vehicles. The three-day flight ended after 44 revolutions. 
Young, a native San Franciscan, received a bachelor of science

Nixon calls on nation's

President said 
the effort 
should “ involve every state and

society

nation " in an all-out battle against 
the drug menace which stemmed 
partly, at least, from the fact that 
“ many physicians are prescribing 
drugs too often and too easily ." 
“ We have created a culture of 
drugs in this country," Nixon said in 
an 
address 
to 
the 
House 
of 
Delegates of the American Medical 
Association. “ We have produced an 
environment in which people come 
naturally to expect that they can 
take a pill for every problem—that 
they can find satisfaction and health 
and happiness in a handful of tablets 
or a few grains of powder. 
“ We must face up to the fact that 
within this clim ate it is altogether 
too easy for the abuse of drugs to 


flourish.”

$1.97 million city budget 
to be presented tonight

Lompoc City Council will begin 
deliberations tonight on a $1,976,590 
general fund budget calling for a 
recommended 15 cent tax increase, 
an 
electric 
utility 
rate 
hike of 
between seven and eight per cent 
and a jump in solid waste disposal 
rates from $1.50 per month to $3.30. 
The budget represents an increase 
of $44,420, or 2.2 per cent over last 
year bringing the total tax rate to 
$1.83 per $100 assessed valuation. 
“The city is facing an increasingly 
serious financial dilem m a,” City 
A d m in istrato r 
G ene 
W ahlers 
pointed out in his budget transm ittal 
letter 
to Council. 
“ Desires 
and 
n e e d s 
f o r 
s e r v i c e s 
a n d 
improvements are ever increasing 
and seemingly endless. At the same 
time, rising prices and inflation are 
rapidly escalating operating costs 
while the lack of community growth 
continues to erode the tax base." 
Wahlers pointed out that assessed 
property 
valuation 
has 
actually 
declined from $32,846,765 in 1968-69 
to an estim ated $32,075,000 for 1971- 
72. 
“This means that it will take an 
increase of 3.3 cents per hundred 
dollars of assessed valuation just to 
raise 
an 
equal 
amount 
of 
tax 
revenue in 1971-72 as was received in 
1968-69, 
Wahlers states. 
Other revenue sources have not 
fared 
much 
better. 
Sales 
tax 
revenue in 1968-69 was $370.693 and 
is only $380.219 for 1970-71. No new 
r e v e n u e 
s o u r c e s 
for 
l o c a l 
government have been authorized 
bv the State legislature since 1967- 
68 


Wahlers 
new budget calls for 
eliminating four budgeted positions, 
a clerk typist, police officer, senior 
recreation

Two m ajor new expenditure items 
total almost one-half of the proposed 
budget increase. They are the junior 
high school auditorium proposed to 
be taken over by the city from the

fire 
pumper. Estim ates to repair the 
auditorium at $44,000 are placed in 
the budget. The fire pumper is 
estimated to cost $55,000. 
Wahlers explained that the fire 
pumper was included in last year's 
budget 
but

Appellate courts hear 
Pentagon report cases

The federal government, in two 
separate cases which may be before 
the Supreme Court within a week, 
went into the appellate courts today 
to keep The Washington Post and 
The New York Tim es from publish­ 
ing any more of a secret Pentagon 
report on Indochina. 
The Post case was to be heard in 
the 
U.S. 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
in 
Washington and the Tim es case by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in New 
York. Both cases were scheduled to 
start at 2 p.m. EDT. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 
Gesell in Washington Monday ruled 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
Post, 
saying 
publication of the report did not 
threaten national security and that 
freedom of the press outweighed the 
government 's obections to the case. 
“ The government has failed to 
meet its burden and without that 
burden 
being 
met, 
the 
First 
Amendment 
remains 
suprem e," 
Gesell said. “ Any effort to preserve 
the 
status 
quo 
under 
these 
circum stances would be contrary to 
the public interest. " 
But the appeals court intervened 
on the government's request and 
ordered the Post not to continue its 
series on the report until it ruled on 
the case today.

The Justice Department obtained 
temporary federal court restrainers 
against further publication by the 
Tim es and Post of stories based on 
the documents The case involving 
the national security and freedom of 
the press is expected to reach the 
Supreme Court later this week 
Laird did not say when or if the 
full 7,000 page study initiated in 1967 
by one of his predecessors. Robert 
S M cNamara, would be released in 
its entirety. 
"W e will move as rapidly as we 
can,

Laird said he would discuss the 
m atter during a series of meetings

with

increase signed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —Gov. Ronald Reagan has 
signed legislation increasing retirem ent benefits by 20 
per cent for m ore than 400,000 state and local 
governm ent employes and reducing the retirem ent 
age for state workers. 
The bill signed Monday by Reagan lowers the 
m andatory retirem ent age from 70 to 67 and enables a 
civil servant to retire will full benefits at 63 instead of 
65. 
The new legislation, officials of the public employes 
retirem ent system predicted, will probably trigger a 
flood of retirem ents. 
William E. Payne, executive officer of the PERS, 
said he believes retirem en ts will total 13,000 to 16,000 
in the fiscal y ear starting July 1. This com pares with 
an e stim ated 8.000 in the current fiscal year. 
Another provision of the bill by Sen 
Donald L. 
Grunsky, R-Santa Cruz, requires a seven per cent 
contribution from the paychecks of P E R S m em bers. 
Grunsky said im provem ents in his bill will allow 
m ost em ployes to retire at half pay after 25 years 
service rath e r than 30. 
“ There has been no im provem ent in the basic 
service retirem en t form ula since 1947 and it is tim e to 
bring this program up to date with the needs of the 
70s." Grunsky said. 
Loren Sm ith, general m anager of the California 
State E m ployes Association, said at the special bill- 
signing cerem ony that the bill m eant, “ food, jobs and 
prom otions" for governm ent workers. 
He said that it m eans “ food on the table" for retired 
civil servants, jobs for persons who would be saved 
from layoffs by the retirem ent of older workers, and 
pro m o tions for persons whose supervisors retire.

Another mountain for Claire Luce? 
A woman for all seasons 
Your birthday by Stella

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Clare Boothe Luce. 
T h e 
name evokes different emo­ 
tions: Political conservatives 
love her, political liberals 
hate her. Everyone is famil­ 
iar with her name. And no 
one is indifferent to it. 
Most women’s lives are de­ 
fined in terms of husbands 
cared for, meals cooked and 
children reared. 
Clare Boothe Luce’s life is, 
a seemingly unending num­ 
ber of varied, and sometimes 
contradictory, 
beliefs 
and 
achievements. 
Retired and living in Ha­ 
waii today, the 68-year-old 
Mrs. Luce has been the ob­ 
ject of much speculation and 
the subject of several books. 
The latest one, titled simply, 
“ Clare Boothe Luce,” was 
written by Stephen Shadegg, 
the political strategist who 
engineered B a r r y Gold- 
water’s first two senatorial 
campaigns and was called in 
late—too late—to help make 
his bid for the presidency in 
1964. The book was begun 
at Mrs. Luce’s request. 
In Shadegg’s book, Mrs. 
Luce emerges as what she 
is: a complex woman, multi­ 
talented, highly ambitious, 
looming larger than most 
people’s lives. 
Clare Boothe Luce was 
born poor and became still 
poorer when her father de­ 
serted her mother. 
Mrs. Boothe, a determined 
lady, worked hard to send 
Clare to private schools, to 
educate her way out of pov­ 
erty. 
Clare’s first job was at 
Vanity Fair, the literary 
magazine that used the tal­ 
ents of people like Dorothy 
Parker, R o b e rt Benchley 
and others of the Algonquin 
Roundtable Set. 


While working there, Clare 
met millionaire s o c ia lite 
George Brokaw. 
Their 
marriage 
was

s h o r t and unhappy one, 
brightened only by the birth 
of a daughter, Ann. 


Clare Boothe Luce was a 
captivatingly beautiful young 
woman—intelligent, opinion­

lin Roosevelt and was on a 
leftward

towards

As Mrs. Brokaw, she had 
become the highly polished 
apple of the society column­ 
ist’s eye and her name and 
photographs were constantly 
in print. Her suitors included 
Bernard Baruch, Vincent As- 
tor and Randolph Churchill. 
But it was Henry Luce, the 
young monarch of the Time- 
Life empire, who won her. 
When Clare became Mrs. 
Luce, she helped expand her 
husband’s empire. 
While at Vanity Fair, Mrs. 
Luce had had the idea of 
revamping the old humor 
magazine, Life, into a news 
picture magazine. She even 
produced a sample layout. 
No one was interested in her 
idea then and it was dropped. 
Later is was revitalized, 
however, and Life became 
the vehicle for still another 
Clare Boothe Luce achieve­ 
ment. She became a war cor­ 
respondent, traveling to the 
Philippines, India, China and 
Egypt, reporting the action, 
via cable, to husband Henry. 
After her tour as war cor­ 
respondent, Clare went to 
Washington. From 1942 to 
1946, she was the Republican 
congresswoman from Con­ 
necticut. 
Mrs. Luce was an uncon­ 
ventional woman. In two 
marriages to wealthy men, 
she never thought of staying 
home and letting them sup­ 
port her. 
Even her union with the 
magazine magnate was un­ 
usual. In discussing her mar­ 
riage to Henry Luce, Shad­ 
egg writes: 
“ She believed that she was 
truly in W p with H e n r y

Luce, but there is too much 
evidence of Henry’s preoc­ 
cupation with his magazines 
not to suspect that Clare was 
often lonely in a way her 
close friends could not com­ 
pensate for . . 
In fact, both Luces were 
lonely giants, more public 
figures concerned with world 
events than private individ­ 
uals enjoying private lives. 


One thing, however, did 
happen to alter Clare’s per­ 
sonal life considerably. Her 
daughter, Ann, was killed in 
a car accident. Mrs. Luce, 
who had never been relig­ 
ious, started searching for 
a way out of the depression 
that Ann’s death had caused. 
Bishop Fulton Sheen showed 
her one road and converted 
her to Roman Catholicism. 


As Mrs. Luce had moved 
politically left in the 1930s, 
she moved to the right in 
the 1940s. She became a con­ 
servative, firmly opposed to 
the Communism she had al­ 
most supported. 
Both her change of politi­ 
cal views and her conversion 
to 
R o m a n 
Catholicism 
brought her bad press, as 
columnists and other politi­ 
cal figures conjectured she 
made both moves to gain re­ 
newed popularity. 
She persisted in her be­ 
liefs. nevertheless, and when 
Dwight Eisenhower received 
the Republican nomination 
for president in 1952, Clare 
supported him. 
In return, Eisenhower ap­ 


pointed Mrs. Luce U.S. Am­ 
bassador to Rome, a post 
which she and Henry, who 
had accompanied her, both 
enjoyed for several years. 
Clare Boothe Luce has re­ 
mained, through the years, 
what one of her Vanity Fair 
friends once called her, “ la 
belle dame sans merci” — 
outwardly 
aloof, 
inwardly 
lonely. 
Shadegg, who is a close 
friend of Mrs. Luce as well 
as her biographer, thinks she 
still has more to contribute. 
Will she be triumphing 
again? 
“ I don’t know,” said Shad­ 
egg, grinning. “ You’ll have 
to ask her.”

be a real drag. With children 
grown—and often gone com­ 
pletely — time hangs heavy 
on her hands.

Thorny questions 


The New York Times intends to fight — all the way up 
to the Supreme Court if necessary — for vindication of 
its decision to publish excerpts from a secret Pentagon 
study of the origins and escalation of the Vietnam war 
which somehow fell into its hands. 
The Times was restrained bv a government-requested 
court order from further publication of the material 
after three of five planned installments had been printed. 
This was the first time in U.S. history that a newspaper 
had been legally prevented from publishing a story. 
Slow as judicial processes are, the constitutional issue 
of freedom of the press in this case will be resolved long 
before any number of other questions raised by or 
consequences ensuing from the decision of the Times 
that this was not only "news that's fit to print" but that, 
in its own editorial words: 
“ A fundamental responsibility of the press in this 
democracy is to public information that helps the people 
of the United States to understand the processes of their 
own government, especially when those processes have 
been clouded over in a veil of public dissimulation and 
even deception." 
It may be questioned how an expose of dissimulation 
and deception (including self-deception) by President 
Lyndon Johnson and high officials and advisors in his 
administration can help anyone to “ understand the 
processes" of the government — unless dissimulation 
and deception are normal, accepted parts of those 
processes. 


Unfortunately, a great many people are all too ready 
to believe that they are. including some who would never 
have believed it prior to the Times series. 
But it is a question whether "the truth shall make you 
free or whether in this case the truth will further 
weaken the already shaky faith of many persons in the 
justice 
and 
morality 
of 
this 
country's

government and in the basic trustworthiness of its 
elected and appointed officials. 
It is also a question of whether or not publication might 
better have been delayed until the United States was past 
the point of being not all the way in and not all the way 
out of Vietnam. As yet, however, the revelations appear 
to have given no great new impetus to the congressional 
drive to set a firm date for complete withdrawal from 
Vietnam. 
Times Vice President Jam es Reston, while admitting 
the validity of one of the government’s arguments that it 
has a right to private communications, both internally 
and with foreign governments, subordinate this right to 
the higher right of the people to know what goes on in 
their government. He rejects the governm ent’s claim 
that "irreparable injury“ would be done to the defense 
interests of the United States. 
The study was originally ordered by form er Defense 
Secretary Robert McNamara and covers events from 
the Truman administration up to mid-1968. 
The 
government’s chief fear is that the verbatim printing of 
radio messages and cables may enable other countries to 
break the codes used during this period and hence perm it 
them to translate other diplomatic messages they may 
have intercepted and filed. 
“ You may rest assured that no one is reading this 
series any more closely than the Soviet em bassy,” said 
one official. 
The affair has put the Nixon administration in a 
strange position. 
In the name of national defense and security it finds 
itself attempting to suppress an inside story it did not 
write about a war it had no part in making. 
By inadvertently shielding Lyndon B Johnson from 
full scrutiny of decisions made during his term . Richard 
M. Nixon unavoidably assumes part of the responsibility 
— some would say culpability — for those decisions.

In Europe, the concern is far 
greater than in America over the 
developments in India-Pakistan. As 
regards this particular disaster,

is

humiliation being felt in England 
that much of the suffering is the 
conscious policy of a country whose 
reigning 
spirit. 
Pandit 
Nehru, 
brought so many westerners to their 
knees during his lifetime, bowled 
over by his simple, untechnologized 
benignity. 
It is his daughter who 
now presides over the holocaust. 
Listen to the disillusionment. The 
following paragraphs are from a 
column by the editor of the Sunday 
T e l e g r a p h , 
Mr. 
P e r e g r i n e 
Worsthorne: 
“ If the British raj still ruled in 
India, the dreadful human tragedy 
that now darkens that sub-continent 
would not be taking place...It was of 
course always understood that in the 
immediate afterm ath of the white 
m an’s withdrawal there would be an 
awkward tim e of adjustment. 
‘‘....H itherto 
this 
has 
been 
conceived as mainly a problem of 
poverty, to be met by furnishing 
economic aid through agencies like 
the World Bank 
But the agony of 
Bengal today, like the agony of 
Biafra a year ago, has very little to 
do with the problem of poverty. It 
does

result 
from 
m aterial 
defi ciency 
or 
t ec hnol ogical 
backwardness, 
fit 
objects

sympathy and charity, but from 
terrorism and oppression 
which 
spring from moral deficiency and 
human 
savagery,

fierce indignation and anger. 
"... In 
the

post-colonial 
years it was fashionable to assume 
that the prim ary difference was 
economic. 
The white man was 
disgustingly rich while the colored 


man was disgustingly poor. 
“ ....The white man s immense 
m aterial superiority, in short, was 
qualified by a feeling that this was 
really 
nothing 
to 
boast 
about; 
almost the opposite. 
Indeed, the 
moral advantage has rested with the 
colored world, which succeeded in 
presenting itself as poor but honest, 
innocently impractical, charmingly 
reckless, as against the white m an’s 
ruthless lust for power. This moral 
advantage exercised an astonishing 
influence in world affairs since the 
war. 
“ ... It is no crim e to be poor and 
b a c k w a r d . 
I n d e e d , 
t h e 
underdeveloped world has in recent 
years enjoyed a certain strength 
from this kind of weakness. But to 


be poor and backward and morally 
repulsive 
as

—

something very different! If Hitler 
had set up the gas ovens and 
practiced genocide from a posture 
of abject military and economic 


weakness, and had combined an

how long would it have been before 


something was done to put an end to 
such a monstrous absurdity?....It is 
not going to be enough to give 
material aid, since the problem goes 
much deeper than poverty.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Rumor discounted 


Rumors that the controversial 
Public Services Allocation Study — 
on which the county has already 
spent alm ost $30.001) — would be 
shelved without publication were 
discounted 
in 
county 
planning 
offices today. 
One county source said that ‘‘this 
would hardly be likely, as the county 
must come out with a report of some 
k i n d 
to 
j u s t i f y

The study started last fall with 
high hopes that a first-phase report, 
now being finalized, would help put 
city and county government on the 
path of total efficiency through 
pointing out costly service overlaps, 
as well as charting the kind of 
government best suited for booming 
Goleta Valley.

One county government source 
predicts: 
"The report will be published. 
But what it will contain is something 
else again. There no doubt will be 
modifications of certain reflections, 
or exclusion of them. 
They will 
knock out some of some person’s 
viewpoints which are said not to 
have proper foundation. 
Some city authorities on 
the 
steering committee are said to be 
somewhat intrigued by many of the 
findings. 
One researcher looking over the 
draft 
said: 
“ Evidently,

people held a m irror up to county 
government, and city and special 
district government. When you hold 
up a m irror to something, whether it 
is nature, or merely someone's face, 
you’ll see blemishes.” 
Those looking at the first phase 
draft — and that's all it was — feel

Some who have worked on the 
first-phase study have the feeling

persons who merely want to scuttle 
or discredit a study that could be 
extremely valuable in helping save 
taxpayer money. 
Perhaps it would have been in the 
best interests of all to have had the 
initial draft edited by the steering

But the fat is now in the fire and 
crackling away merrily.
